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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The 
examiner noted that Roberts et al, Loomis and Roberts et a! disclose axial piston machines with variable displacement 
having controllers actuated by separate hydraulic units (27 in Alme et al, 38 in Loomis, and 202 in Roberts et al). 
These references thus anticipate claim 1 . The examiner also noted that Abendschein et al discloses a variable 
displacement axial piston pump with an oil separator in the outlet. The separator provides oil to the lubrication system. 
The oil separator of Abendschein et al does not provide compressed oil to a displacement control devise. The 
examiner suggested incorporating claim 4 into claim 1 . Mr. Essmann agreed to this change and also to other changes, 
as set forth in the examiner's amendment, made for the purposes of clarity and to provide correct claim dependancy.
